UNCHARTED 
TERRITORY 

The  1990-91  school  year  will  mark  the  beginning  of  a 
new  era  in  residence  life  at  Carleton.  For  the  first  time 
in  20  years,  a  new  residence,  Stormont-Dundas,  will 
open  its  doors  to  400  students. 
Currently  under  construction,  this  residence  will  con- 
sist of  a  4-storey,  264-room  complex  which  will  be 
directly  linked  to  the  second  floor  of  the  Residence 
Commons.  Two  inter-locking  countyards  will  join  the 
brown  brick  structures. 

The  design  of  the  new  residence  is  quite  similar  to 
that  of  the  older  houses  on  campus.  Washroom 
facilities  will  be  shared  between  two  rooms  which  will 
each  be  equipped  with  telephone  and  computer 
system  services,  beds,  desks,  chairs,  bookcases, 
tackboards,  lamps  and  individual  closets  with  drawers 
inside. 

Twenty  rooms  will  be  reserved  for  disabled  students 
and  all  rooms  will  have  windows  that  open.  However, 
as  yet,  it  has  not  been  determined  which  floors  will  be 
co-ed,  male  and  female. 

The  total  budget  for  Stormont-Dundas  is  $12.28 
million.  A  portion  of  this  sum  is  being  funded  by  a  $5.2 
million  Ontario  government  grant. 
The  new  school  year  will  also  signify  a  marked  chang- 
ed at  Renfrew  House.  For  the  first  time,  a  separate 
graduate  students'  residence  will  be  established  at 
Carleton.  Renfrew's  171  rooms  will  be  converted  to  95 
single  rooms  for  graduate  students  who  require  fewer 
distractions  and  a  more  'sedate'  environment  than 
can  presently  be  found  in  Glengarry.
